Damage at School 


Considerable mystery still en- 
shrouds the damage done at the 
Central schools by youngsters, pre- 
sumably last week. A number of 
boys have been apprehended who 
admit to the destroying of light 
globes and doing other damage in 
the Stowe school, but the play- 
ground children claim that most of 
the windows broken in the boiler 
house and grammar schools were 
broken a week ago Sunday. The 
boys who have been caught will be 
asked to work out the cost of the 
damage by assisting the janitors 
in certain jobs at the school. They 
deny the window-breaking. 


Monday night a meeting of the 
playground committee, school 
board sub-committee on buildings 
and grounds, and the selectmen 
was held at the town house to dis- 
cuss the situation. It was agreed 
that the boys should work out the 
damage, and also that playground 
instructors should remain on the 
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New Officer Catches Five Escaped Boys 


Officer George Dufton, one of the 
civil service appointees doing subs- 
titute duty this Summer, underwent 
an initiation on Tuesday morning, 
and when he had finished his fel- 
low officers and superiors realized 
that they had an A-1 police officer 
in the new addition to the force. 


When you catch one boy who has 
escaped from the Bssex County 
Training school, you’ve done a good 
piece of work.

That’s what 
Dufton did Tuesday morning, 
caught five boys in an hour or so, 
jumping over walls, scrambling 
through barbed wire, dashing down 
roads, over railroad tracks, through 
bushes, and even jumping full-clad 
into the river, 


He was accompanied on his ex- 
pedition by Officer Frank McBride, 
who led the way by catching the 
first of six escaped boys and then 
cruised around as Dufton returned 
one after the other to the car. The 


graphic description ‘of the chase is 
contained in McBride’s account 
taken from the police log: 

“At 2:50 a.m, Sergeant Saunders 
was informed in the ‘Square by two 
officers from the Essex County 
Training School that six boys had 
escaped from that school, The ser- 
geant detailed me to be on the look 
out as he feared the boys might 
make a break. With officer Dufton 
we kept all the streets well covered 
during the morning. 

“Gn one of many visits to the de- 
pot at 6:15 a. m. Pat Hession, gate- 
tender, who had been asked to 
watch the track, informed me some 
boys were down the track by the 
coal yards. I returned to the square 
and got officer Dufton and went 
back to the crossing, Taking up a 
position in back of the shanty, we 
waited for the boys,

Many employees, has been 
Bosses responsible for the 


ruining of many a 
business, as everyone knows. Gov- 
ernment, however, can’t be very 
well ruined, and for that reason the 
constant growth of the town salary 
list escapes unnoticed. Property- 
owners can be ruined, though; it is 
up to them to find out if Andover 
has too many bosses for its em- 
ployees. 

On the usual private construc- 
tion job, there are very few non- 
working bosses. Even up at the 
academy when large gangs of men 
were working on the grounds in the 
summer, there was just one super- 
intendent and just one foreman, and 
the latter even worked at times. 
But with our public works depart- 
ment, there is quite a different 
story. On a recent payroll there 
were 27 part-time men and 18 so- 
ealled “regulars.” Of the 18, there 
were 11 who received a higher rate 
of pay than the 5614 cent rate for 
the workers. Some of these were 
justified, of course, as the superin- 
tendent, the steam-roller engineer, 
etc., but a good many of them were 
not justified. For a group of 45 men 
you don’t need a superintendent, an 
assistant superintendent, plus sev- 
eral non-working bosses. It’s not 
an uncommon sight to see four men 
loading a truck, with one man sup- 
ervising. It is claimed that these 
men on the B. P. W. are better 
workers than other men, including 
the W. P. A. workers. If so, does 
their every move demand close 
supervision? Wouldn’t they really 
know enough to move up to the 
next manhole, or along the street 
to a place where the snow had 
heaped up, without having to have 
someone stand there and tell them 
to do it? Of course they would. A 
good many of them, mainly those 
who haven’t been on the force go 
long that they think they can do 
anything they want, are really good 
workers who don’t have too much 
respect for some of the actions of 
some of their bosses. They are 
there to give the town a good 
day’s work; they are willing to give 
the town its money’s worth, and 
they don’t need a bunch of well- 
entrenched foremen to guide them.
